Ticket sales have slumped recently 
to near $1.9 million a week, one lottery 
staff m em ber reported unofficially.

Columbia Gas in the Circleville area, 
recalls that since the announcement 
affected only new gas sales in excess of 
300,000 cubic feet of gas a day, the 
news had little impact on the public 
"Only large industries looking for 
additional supplies of energy to expand 
operations or to open new facilities 
were affected," he said 
"In fact," he added, “early symp­ 
toms of the deteriorating natural gas 
supply situation were ignored when 
Columbia attempted to warn Congress 
and the public that serious problems 
loomed on the horizon if action was not 
taken 
"Even today," he said, 
"many 
people 
refuse 
to 
recognize 
the 
seriousness of the situation despite a 
worsening natural gas shortage that 
has denied many homeowners natural 
gas to heat their homes and forced

The warning that "unrealistic area 
pricing policies on gas production in 
the past have discouraged develop­

In its 1969 annual report, Columbia

WASHINGTON IAP)

Ford is making his first campaign- 
season Journey to Texas, apparently 
hopeful of unveiling before the state's 
May I primary the endorsement of 
former Texas Gov.

Ford was flying today to San Antonio 
and Dallas on the first leg of a two-day,

approved and sent the House Thursday 
a supplemental appropriations bill 
designed to put the commerce depart­ 
ment back on sound financial footing 
and provide for the recall of most of its 
103 laid off employes. 
A prolonged political skirmish that 
held the bill lank for a tx) ut two months 
was tenqMirarily put aside. It involves 
attempts by majority Democrats to 
transfer functions of the department's 
consumer protection division into the 
office of Dem ocratic Atty. Gen. 
William J. Brown. 
Most minority Republicans sup 
IHirtcd the bill, but warned they plan to 
ask GDP Gov. James A Rhodes to line 
item veto the language that brings 
about the transfer, unless Iternocrats 
in the House remove it 
Approved 31-2, with Seas l)onald F 
“ Buz" Uukens, R-4 Middletown, and 
Thomas A Van Meter, R-19 Ashland, 
dissenting, the bill appropriates about 
$18 million for the various other 
department divisions including banks, 
savings and loans, building and loans, 
and the state fire marshal's office. 
Most of those offices suffered layoffs 
as a result of a $2 million cut in the 
department’s budget last year 
Commerce Director Gordon Peltier 
said the pending bill would preclude 
the need for his having to shut the 
department down for the last two 
weeks of the current fiscal year, 
starting about June 15, as previously 
mentioned. Peltier indicated that he, 
too, however, will ask Rhodes to veto 
the consumer transfer language. 
Senate Finance Chairman Harry 
Meshel, I >-33 Youngstown, said Rhodes 
lacks authority to line item veto sec­ 
tions of language in legislation, and 
that his power is limited only to line 
items spelling out sums of money.
